■ndi'. Every lew ninnient t tlie Haps of 
the tent wer(' jiart'd liy a .-oldiiT of the 
ixjinnionweal, wlio visited the fir.- to 
ifrive away ih" cliills. Soon hi woulil 
hurry hack to burrow in thi- straw lor 
another naj) an i otln i-s would tnke tiis 
plaie. 

The hotnis in llie part >• lii'caiiio known 
juHt Ix'fore hn akfast. They had so ip. 
Some of thrni w:;sl'e(i at thf river brink, 
and others carried water in jiaiis and 
heated it ovt r the tire. They binned 
straw, and frolicked about like a troop 
of lM)y8. A linKlo call to breakfast 
brought them together at the tent with 
a rush. The bill of fare coinpiis^'d 
bread, collee and raw meat. The latter 
was iithxed to tlie end of puiuted Hticks 
ud roMted over the Are.

One group of five ran away in a body 
after hireakiatst and boarded a passing 
fIdghtlTaiu. Thirty of the couiuion- 
wealen apent the night as lodgers at the 
Ifasstllon police station. They com- 
nrised two entire groups who oonld n >t 
De ftonnd when mey were needed fur 
picket duty. They were, however, on 
nand for breakfast. 

At 8 oolouk Marshal Louis Smith, 
otherwise th^ Unknown, summoned thi; 
men to camp together and they wt 
found to number 11 groups. They wt ie 
organized into a oommtne. Smith 
divled tliem on the meadows lor halt an 
hoar. He has added several formaliti -a 
of military disolpline to the rules of tne 
commonweal.

rode in a buj^ny. The rank and iile of 
the army 1 nought up the K'ar on loot, 
following the b;uid wagon, which very 
much nsembli d aKyiisy's travelimr eon 
veyance. The niusii iaiis ilid their li st 
to enliven the soldiers and the many gay 
biumers ad<ledf antastic olMueali to tue 
jiatceant. 

Before the start the noonday rations 
were dispensed. They consisted of a 
can ot salmon and a loaf of Lread fur 
eachgriiupof five, and a small slice of 
ham lor eac'. man, '1 his seemed to sat- 
isf\' the men. and they marche<l away 
with liuhl lii'aits and liunyant stej). 

About It.lMio |M'rsoiis a.s,sem5;M at the 
temporary camp at Peedur'u&n and a 
host greeted tho crusaders at Canton. 
Last night they si ep -d at Camp Lexing- 
ton, in the eastern part of Canton, A 
heavy snowstorm net in liefore tho de- 
tails of th'< camp had been coiii'ilet -d 
and the traiiii>ers were huddleil around 
roariii;; cainpfires. Alxmt twivthir l.s of 
the nit n enlisted made the trip, Coxey 
ha,s buried his disappointment over tho 
nonappearance of the myriad he extx ct- 
ed and is e.xultant over the handful who 
reported for btisiness. 

Police authorities here say that tlie 
army is largely comiKiseil of tramps wlio 
have l)een lodging in the city prison i ne 
greater part of the winter. Looking at 
the majoritv of them, no one would dis- 
pute the police verdict. If the warriors 
are not tra-nps t ley look it and'in their 
present garb tiiey will have a hard jtime 
convincing jieople to the contrary. 

There was a suiSciOiit quantity of food 
for supper, hut it was not of a very >•])■ 
petizing variety. It consisted of coffee 
cooked m an open iron kettlo over a 
bonfire, crackers, bread and camie l 
fish, but most of tho men took it with- 
out murmuring, ihere was nothing 
left for bivakfast, but loo.tl Popnlisis 
and ProhibiUonists agreed to And the 
army that meal and they s.^emed satis- 
fled. 

Not ono in 10 of the men have blank- 
ets. Fifty-two of the oompanv applietl 
at' police headuuarter.4 for lodging and 
were accominodated. Cozey stayed at 
the hoteL the guest of the landlord. 
Crown had a similar invitation, but de 
dined, saving it was his duty to stay by 
his men. Thejr deny the reciuit>s ar^ 
tramps, but claim tber are aneuiploye<l 
workingmen who c«n't aiford to dress 
better. 

The town, until the weather becnrao 
bx) severe, had a regular circos day an- 
P'-arance. The streets were thronged 
with peopitt, many of tUlm stranger*. 
There was no disorder and no speciial 
p>^)lice iwotection, although arrangeiutints 
had been made to call out some reserve 
forces if the occasion warranted. Sev- 
eral small thefts, while people were at 
church, have been reported. 

Streetcar service was doubled on the 
MasKillon line and to the campzroun<ls 
many vi.titing both places. At tne camp 
they were kept at a gmid distance by 
ropes stretched around the grounds. A 
f ew reeroili anliated when um army ar- 
riTrf.

W \^!ir\(;i(iv, ]\larch Cfi.- IiKiuiry 
hiiiiiiiL: Kepulilican senators as to the jxil- 
icy they w.ll ptirsne with relerence to 
the taiKT bill when it shall reach tlieseii 
at»', ib veloi's the lact that they are as 
yet undecided iis towlieiher tliey will 
niiive to reconiinit the lull ii;niii the com- 
menceiiient of tile deb lie iiext Mouday. 
This was the Hrst jilan when tho hill was 
receiveil from the iiouse and the Demo- 
cratic majority of the finance committee 
refiiseil to grant bearings, but there are 
iniicatious that they have reeiai-idered, 
and will not move in this direction, at 
least, not at the beginning of the debate. 

There IK no indication, however, that 
they have abated the pnrpooe of con 
tt uiling for every point ot ailvautag 
and forcing, if possitile, full del)ate on 
every proposition contained m the bill, 
Tiiey expect tlie general debate to con- 
tinue for at least a month, and hoije t > 
have every schedule discust^ed para- 
graph Ly paragraph afterward. Some 
of them intimate that they oonsidei ii 
lua^* be possible by this course to delay 
action, so as to render it impossible t<> 
pass upon the bill during the pre8< nt 
session. 

The pnrpf)Be of the Democrats is to 
]iemiit the Republic ms to do the greater 
part of the talking. There will be- com 
paratively few general speeches n])on 
the hill on the Dt^mociatic side of the 
chamber if the menilieru of the finance 
committee can control the matter; some 
of the members of this committee au- 
noimce that they will not make speechts 
upon the bill wnile it is being considered 
as a whole, and announce that their 

So'icy is not to be lead into unnecessary 
ebiite uiion (lie vailoua schedules. 
They say that they will make explicit 
statements of their reasons for the vari- 
ous changes and then rtfrain froai 
furth^ discussion of them, however 
muth they may be baited by the 
Bepublicaos. Alter there shall have 
beMisuiHdent time for legitimate de- 
babi, they will proliablv aik ior con- 
tinuous seseiuns. The Democratic mem- 
bers ot the liuance conunittee think tlv 
bill can be ' disitosed of by the 1st ot 
June.

NOT H ELD R'^S PCNSIBLE.

Fb'Mi u. (Ja., .Mareli •,>(!. ,|. F. Willis 
was killed la.st Week by his daughter 
Lillian and his wife. The news of the 
tragedy did not leak out for several <iays, 
until a son, Francis, 1 1 years old, told it 
to neighbors. The daughter and mother 
Were both arrested and given a prelim- 
inary trial. 

The boy teetified that his father caiim 
home from work about dark and calb d 
for his supper. After beginning to eat 
his meal, a difficnlty arose between the 
father and mother, but th" former sat 
down lielore the fire, win n Lillian, a 
girl aliout b'i years old, stmck him with 
the ax, cutting a gash in his skull. Wis- 
lis drew back bis head and the mother 
took the ax from the girl and cut him 
across the throat with it. Willis died a 
few mimites later. 

'Die girl says she stmck the blow with 
the a\ alter having out her father's 
throat with a raaor, while Willis was 
choking her mother to death. After 
drawing the razor aorovi th) throat of 
her father and seeing that ae was not 
dead, she picked un tba ax and finished 
him. Her plea was that >-he did the 
deed to save her ' mother'^ life. The 
jury, after being out lor some time. 
Tendered a verdict ot not guilt^' 

DROPPED INf0~T HE SEA. 
Wilton, tho Apron«at, Meeta Initant D<>ath

Ca.n.nesi, March aii. An immensL 
crowd gathered here jesierday tn wit- 
ness tt ballooh ascent by the aeronaut 
Wilton, who is well known m .\merica. 
No car was attached to t) e balloon, ai'd 
Wi|i"U HseeiiiiHi hanging to a rope. 
When l,ri(Mi fe t higli, the bal 0>in wiis 
caught in a i nri eiit of air that carried it 
rapidly seaward, it was apparent that 
Wilton could not co t:ol the valve at 
the top of tue hallo m, wh.ch. had it 
been opened, would bare allowetl the 
gas to es.ape and tha balloon to gradual- 
ly descend. 

For some unezn}ldnable reason the 
aeronaut let go his hold of the rope from 
which he was dangling and his body 
shot down into the sea with frightful 
velocity. The accident occurred in full 
view of the spectators, and a number of 
women in the crowd fainted away. A 
number of pleasure boats hm-riedlv 
mado their way to the place where Wil- 
ton had fallen, and after a short search 
his body was recovered. His detth mnut 
have been almost instantaneous. 

KILLED~ BY~HiQM WAYMEN.

Uu 
drew about |>-0i) Saturday out of the 
Iron City National bank to meet his 
weekly paqrroU, and started for the 
mines.

Captain Dunn's body was found lying 
in the road. The robbers also secnred 
Dunn's watch and rorolvers. There 
were from two to four men implicated in 
the affair. Sheriil Logan was notified of 
the deed and is now on their track. It 
is only a matter of a short time when he 
will have them in custody. The captain 
came to this city about 13 months ago 
from Biriniiigham, Ala, 

MURDERED BY AN ItaLIAN.

Howe, aged 32 years, the I'nited ;■ t.ites 
Express company's transfer agent at 
Rochester junction, was murdered Snu 
day iU'temoon by an Italian named Nic- 
ollo Dehardo. The place where the 
crime was committed is a camp used as 
a congregating place by Italians, who 
aru employed on tliu New Hemlock lake 
conduit. 

Howe's hrotherrin-law, M. Ketcham, 
who is a farmer, bad been at the Italian 
oimp drinicing and a fight ensutnl. 
'Howe was at the station, and hearing 
that his brother-in-law was being 
whipped, horried to his assistance. The 
foreigners pitched on Howe, and De- 
nardo stabbed him in the back with a 
dirk. Howe stajKerod down the em- 
bankment and felTdead. The marderer 
tied to the woods and has not yet been 
captured.

Mass., March .\ngiistnsS 
Sutherland, veteran of the civil w.ir, was 
seiziHl with a coughing tit during whicli 
bo ejected a pistol bullet which huU been 
imbedded in his nrck for the past ;i I 
years. For three yeni-s he has Ixm h un- 
d''r th'> care of a physician, who has 
been treating him for a supposed cancer 
in his neck and an operation was to have 
been performed witliiu a few days. 

During the battle at Culpepjier court 
house on Oct. 11, IbOU, Mr. Sutherland 
was wounded in tJin back of the neck. 
He was taken a piisuuer soon after and 
confined in Libhy jirison for several 
inoutlu). The wound healed without be- 
ing examined by a physician, and the^ 
bullet remained in the neck, Snther-' 
land not knowing it was tliere. The 
physicians now admit that the bullet 
was respo nsible for th e cancw symptoms.

They Have Resumed Their 
Normal Aspect Again. 

rSAGE REI&NS AROUND RIO.

traces of warfare Imvo disapiM-ared. The 
past week hits been one of general festiv- 
ity, marked by the constant firing of sa- 
Intes and the holding of reviews. The 
nsual relisiont tnrooessions were held and 
the church senaces were very largely at- 
tended. 

For monthn passed the city wiw filled 
with trooiM. and almost cvt'rythfnj; ]>ar- 
took of u niilifary riiaracter. Now the 
' troops, or at leiust by far the greater 
number of them, have gone so>itli to re- 
inforce thti i^overnment ainiies in the 
states where the insurf^ents are still op- 
pofiin^' the federal aut Ik u ities. The harbor 
haw been deserted by all the forpi^n war- 
Hhips, and the loading; and discliarginji; 
of merchant vessels are proceeding as 
before the r evolt. 

The government entertains no fear of 
mneli further truuhle in the south. The 
iiLsurgent sympathizers i lanu tliat the 
pl&cint; of Admiral Mello at the head of 
the provisional novminient will altiaet 
many persons to the icliel standard, h it 
the Ki'verni lent here behoves that . 
insurKenl fomw will j,'radiially ineit 
away until notliinj< remains. Thopov- 
ernraent Inw rj.(»tH» men at Harare and 
more at Sao I'aulo. and tliese forces are 
believed to be m()re than sutficient to 
lueet any that tlie iii>ur{<ents can bring 
against them. 

It is re]itirl(!d here that the rebels are 
already reticatinj; from liio (iraude (b) 
Stil, and it is tliou,t;ht that by the time 
the uoverument leiulorcements arrive 
there, there) will Iw no enemy for tlum 
to on;;af,'e. At any r ite, it is declared 
by the ^'ovornment oflii ials, who aie in 
a pi sit ion to know the exact position of 
attairs in the south, that no liattle of 
cons'tuni nee is liki ly tu occur. 

linsiness in Kio .Janeiro is rjipidly re- 
viving. This is f specially true in ca.so 
of houses deidins; with Aiiieiic an mer- 
chants. It IS the 1,'. iirral opinion her<' 
that the attitude of tlio I nited States 
duriiif; tliu trouble h' re will result iu a 
material increase of the business done 
with that country. 

There has, of course, lieen much talk 
concerning the flight of Admiral Da 
(rania and his olticent on ho&rd the 
Portuguese warships. Most of what has 
been said in this connection. i)articularly 
about tro\ible between I3razil#ind I'ortu- 
gul growing oat of the asylum attbrded 
the insurgent officers by the coiinnanders 
of th(^ Portuguese wamhips, was simply 
a bluff. At uo time sinoe the affair hwf 
trouble been likely. 

The story to the effect that the police 
were arresting many foreigners stu- 
peoted of being concerned directly or in- 
directly with we revolt is a gross ezag- 

G ration. As a matter of fact the jpolloe 
▼e amstfcd no foreigners for this rea- 
son. Whutever arrests have been made 
were simpdy for violatto&s of the laws, 
arn sts that are likely to occur at auy 
tim >. It can be pointed out that not a 
sioKle foreigner of importance has been 
molestfcd, let alone arrasted. 

The correspondents of the various 
American newspapers have left the city 
en route to their homes or are making; 
nreparations for ihsir departure, which 
u evidence that the trouble is over, so 
far as Rio Janeiro is oonocmed. There 
may be some news of importance later 
from the south, but the concenstis of 
opinion is that the trouble tiiere is also 
pr ictically over. 

Nearly all of th(» Americans who were 
«>f the crew of the dynamite crniser 
Niotltoroy have left for the Unite! 
State*. 

Martial law continues to be enforced 
here, but this fact has little or no effect 
upon the business of the iK>rt. 

The government has fleet b • u oi di red 
to proci-ed south at once. It is thoii;,'ht, 
however, that these orders will \>v couu- 
termaudod.
